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RE TO SHOW 
GIRL’S DEATH NOT MURDER

Bucks County District Attor­ 
ney William J. Carlin called a 
4 p.m. news conference for to. 
day at which time details of a 
pathologist’s 
report 
on 
the 
death of

were to be released. 


The* report, according to re­ 
liable sources, will show that 
the 15-year-old girl, whose body 


was found in a field off Tully- 
town’s Main St. the morning of 
Feb. 20, died of natural causes.

The report, 
on 
the 
second 
autopsy 
performed 
by 
Dr. 
James P. Weston of the Phila­ 
delphia Medical Examiner’s of. 
fice, reportedly will show that 
the girl was “seriously ill for 
some time” and was the victim 
of a “sudden seizure” the night 


before her body was found. 


Dr. Weston’s report bears out 
the fact that the girl had a 
viral infection in her lung, which 
according ta the pathologist’s 
exhaustive tests*, caused the girl 
to choke. 


Further, the report indicates 
the girl apparently was strug­ 
gling with herself in order to 
get her breath at the time of 
the seizure. 
This reportedly explains the 


slight bruises found on the girl’s 
neck. The pathologist’s report 
concludes that Mary Grace in­ 
flicted the bruises on herself 
as she struggled to relieve her 
choking condition. 


The medical report also in­ 
cludes the findings of the first 
autopsy 
which 
disclosed 
that 
.112 per cent of alcohol was 
found in the girl’s bloodstream. 
This, according to Dr. Weston’s 
report released late this after-

noon, may also have triggered 
the girl’s sudden seizure. 


When the 
girl’s 
body 
was 
found on the frozen field 13 days 
ago, she was clad only in a thin 
white blouse, blue slacks and 


her undergarments. Loafers and 
a black and white car coat 
which she had 
been 
wearing 
were 
found 
scattered 
about, 
some IOO feet from her body. 


According to Dr. Weston’s re­ 


port. the loafers and coat ap­ 
parently were shed by the girl 
as she struggled 
to 
get 
her 
breath during the seizure. 


While the report of the second 
autopsy conclusively shows the 


girl died of natural causes, po­ 
lice today indicated they will 
continue their investigation in 
the case.

MOSCOW (UPI) - A mob of 
2,000 students denouncing Presi­ 
dent Johnson as a “murderer” 
broke through massed lines of 
unarmed police and soldiers to­ 
day and attacked the U.S. Em­ 
bassy. They were driven back 
in hand-to-hand fighting which 
raged for hours. 


It was the most violent anti- 
American 
demonstration

nessed in Moscow in more than 
a decade. As the battle wore on 
it became clear the fury of the

LONDON (UPI) — Com­ 
munist diplomats said today 
the increasing conflict over 
Viet Nam has ruled out a 
visit by President Lyndon 
B. Johnson to Moscow at 
this time. 
While the “invitation 
in 
principle” to the President 
to visit Russia is not being 
withdrawn, 
the 
Kremlin 
leaders feel the presence of 
the U. S. President in Mos­ 
cow would not now be a 
good idea. 
Washington reports 
said 
the U.S. position is still the 
same: Johnson would like 
to visit Russia and would 
like Soviet leaders to visit 
the United States but that 
the question of a time had 
not yet come up. 
The diplomats said Russia 
does not want to abandon 
the policy of improved East- 


West relations in the wider 
framework of peaceful co­ 
existence. 
But

vention in Viet Nam has 
blocked any moves toward

The students, fired up 
by reports in the Soviet press

—A natural gas pipeline explod­ 
ed and engulfed a cluster of 
homes in a sea of flames early 
today, killing at least 17 per­ 
sons. Many of the victims were 
children. 


It was feared the death toll 
would reach 20. 


The 32-inch pipeline erupted 
with

roar and 
hurled sheets of flame high into 
the sky just before dawn. Those 
in the surrounding homes out­ 
side Natchitoches never had a 
chance.

Judge Seeks 
Fraud Probe 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — A 
thorough investigation of all mu­ 
tual casualty firms writing auto 
insurance in Pennsylvania was 
asked Wednesday by Judge Vin­ 
cent A. Carroll, administrative 
judge of Common Pleas Court. 


The jurist charged in a letter 
to state Atty. Gen. Walter E. 
Alessandroni that there was evi­ 
dence of widespread fraud and 
evasion of fiscal responsibility 
by some companies. 


Many policyholders are driv­ 
ing automobiles in the belief 
they “have fulfilled their social 
duty by purchasing insurance” 
when, in reality, they are not 
insured “for all practical pur­ 
poses,” Judge Carroll said. 


The judge said that some of 
the firms are in the process of 
liquidation but they can remain 
in business for three or four 
years before going bankrupt due 
to the current backlog of civil 
suits in the courts. 
The call for an investigation 
came as state Insurance Com­ 
missioner Audrey J. Kelly con­ 
ducted an investigation of 12 
small 
mutual 
auto insurance 
companies headquartered here.

It said 72 witnesses saw light­ 
ning around the plane, seven saw 
it actually strike the jet and 
27 observed fire on the aircraft 
within seconds after seeing the 
lightning.
